had talents, but he lacked balance and 
ripeness. Recently Justice, the organ 
of the Hyndman and Quelch faction, 
put him In the pillory for a full page 
of scathing criticism.

N OW THAT W. D. Haywood 
has deliberately chosen to 
violate the Socialist party 
laws and to treat apparently with 
utter contempt a decision made not 
only by * Party Convention but 
also by a Party referendum, it may 
not be untimely to "review a few 
pertinent historical facts. Unfor¬ 
tunately, there are those in the 
party who think that the attack on 
Haywood and his friends is a pure¬ 
ly personal one. Nothing could be 
fartbc.r from tbe truth. Tbe sole 
reason, se far as I know, for the 
preMftt-oitl^fhe peat criticisms of 
Haywood is due entirely to the 
tactics which he advocates. If the 
attacks are sometimes bitter, it is 
only because those who make them 
know that the tactics which Hay¬ 
wood advocates have destroyed in 
the past no less than three great 
movements of the working class. 
Feargus O'Connor destroyed with 
these tactics the Working Men's 
association that existed in Eng¬ 
land during the thirties and forties. 
Michael Bakounine destroyed with 
these tactics the International 
Working Men’s association of the 
sixties and seventies. And Johann 
Most destroyed with these tactics 
the American International Work¬ 
ing Peoples association of the 
seventies and eighties, dragging 
down with it other Socialist and 
labor organizations. And it is not 
without impressive significance 
that the bitter attacks made on 
O'Connor, on Bakounine and on 
Most were all laid to jealousy, 
rivalry and personal hatred. Yet 
if history teaches anything, it is 
this, that the warfare on these men 
was solely due to the belief that 
their tactics would bring ruin and 


disaster to the labor movement. 
And did that not prove to be the 
case? 

The Chartist movement in Eng¬ 
land was a really magnificent ef¬ 
fort to build up a working class 
political movement. Its success 
was so enormous that it gathered 
on its petitions names of sup¬ 
porters estimated at from 1,200,000 
to 5 , 000 . 000 . It was fundamentally 
a working class struggle and many 
of the basic principles of modern 
Socialism were first introduced to 
the world in the Chartist agitation. 

work has never been surpassed, 
-while Ernest Jones did some re¬ 
markable writing. In the work of 
both-we find many of the present 
ideas of Socialism. The Working 
Men’s Association gave birth to 
the "charter” and it was that or¬ 
ganization which led the tremend¬ 
ous agitation that aroused and ter¬ 
rified all England in the thirties 
and forties. Unfortunately, how¬ 
ever. when the movement reached 
its height, dissension of (839. the 
members began to quarrel over 
“physical versus moral force.” 
Thai convention declared finally 
for "the Sacred Month" or general 
strike. The convention had hardly 
adjourned before the government 
.sent a body of police to Birming¬ 
ham to assault one of the meetings 
of the Chartists. This they did with 
extreme ferocity and arrested Dr. 
Taylor, an advocate of the general 
strike, and ten -thers. 

Feargus O'Coi nor, the owner of 
"The Northern Star," began the 
advocacy of physical force and lit¬ 
tle by little he quarreled with and 
forced out of the movement one 
after another of the other leaders. 


Riots, general strikes and insur¬ 
rections came to be tbe recognized 
policy of the movement. Secret 
arming and drilling commenced in 
most of the greM Chartist centers 
and eventually came the insurrec¬ 
tion of Frost, Williams and Jones 
in South Wales. The plan was to 
have three columns, each 10,000 
strong, march on Newport to res¬ 
cue from prison some Chartists 
who had been savagely treated by 
the authorities. Unfortunately, a 
heavy rain set in thht rendered the 
mountain country almost impassa¬ 
ble and only a pa rt of tbe Chartists 
wire "able to re*® “Newport. The 
flint-locked guns were rendered 
useless and a company of soldiers 
was all that was needed to sup¬ 
press the uprising, with ten Char¬ 
tists killed and over fifty wounded. 
The prosecution of the leaders was 
conducted in a spirit of incredible 
vindictiveness and eventually 
Frost, Williams, Jones and six 
others were condemmcd to death. 

Following this, the leaders were 
arrested in every part of England, 
and it is estimated that during the 
critical years, 1839 and 1840, 443 
political captives were taken. The 
masses were thus left leaderless 
and after this wholesale assault 
upon Chartism, many of the Char¬ 
tist journals disappeared. The 
movement lapsed into reaction 
Later>howcver. when some of the 
men came out of prison, tjie move¬ 
ment began again to make head¬ 
way, but the government in 1843 
issued “the Monster Indictment” 
wherein Feargus O’Connor and 
fifty-eight others were compre¬ 
hended. Even after this, there were 
riots and other excitements for six 
years until the memorable day at 


Kqnnington Common when 6,000 
police and 8,000 specials with ar¬ 
tillery in readiness, prepared to 
deal with tbe great demonstration 
that was to be made on April 10 , 
1849. "The meeting was a failure 
and thus ignominiously culminated 
the great Chartist movement," says 
Morrison Davidson. "It, of course, 
did not die all at once; but the af¬ 
termath was hopeless, and not 
without mud) suffering to indi¬ 
viduals." 

Feargus O’Connor was the un¬ 
disputed leader of the "physical 
force” men. Not that he was ever 
guilty of endangering his own life, 
but he began the agitation and 
forced its adoption against very 
bitter opposition. This personal 
physical force was expended large¬ 
ly in inflaming the mob, usually at 
a distance, in quarreling with every 
rival and in penning violent ar¬ 
ticles. At the Chartis't conference 
at Leeds in August. 1846. when 
Thomas Cooper arraigned O'Con¬ 
nor and his inner circle of friends 
on the charge of malversation of 
funds, he was expelled from the 
organization. Cooper declined, 
however, to leave the hail and some 
of the delegates talked of ejecting 
him by force. "Why," exclaimed 
Cooper, "does not that great 
thundering coward (pointing to 
O'Connor) who has so often taisod 
to mc.of physical force in private, 
come and put me out himself?" 
The challenge was not accepted 
and Feargus O'Connor continued 
his supreme power. "The decline 
and extinction almost of th> 
Charist movement." said Morrison 
Davidson, "has never been ade¬ 
quately explained. Most of the 
causes of its dersdencc are mani- 


but .that 
not the worst. The painfuf" rival¬ 
ries and egotism qf some of the 
most prominent leaders of the 
movement disgusted the honest 
rank and file and slowly sapped the 
sources of a popular enthusiasm 
which at one time promised to 
rarry all before it. Tbe vanity of 
"eargus O’Connor, it is deplorable 
*o relate, finally-landed him in- a 
lunatic asylum.” Such was the 
•nding of a movement that at one 
ime had the active support of no 
css than two million men. 

1 shall not.attempt more than to 
uention what every Socialist 
tiould know, that it was a ccntinu- 
-us fight between Bakounine and 
tarx over the same questions of 
actics that finally destroyed the 
Working Men’s as¬ 
sociation. The story of that quarrel 
has been so often written in all 
our party journals that little re¬ 
mains to be said. I fear, however, 
that few of the younger party 
members know of the great fight 
in the 70s and 80s between the So¬ 
cialists and the Anarchists. 

In the middle of the seventies the 
Socialist movement In this country 
really seemed to be taking root and 
an enormous growth ensued. No less 
than twenty-four newspaper*, diroct- 
\y or Indirectly, supported the Socialist 
party In ’76 and ’77. Just at this time, 
however, a section of the movement 
came und«r the Influence of the Anar¬ 
chist* and after John Most arrived, 
revolutionary clubs were formed In all

On the one hand there has bees e power¬ 
ful organization of capital, constituting ood of the tentacles of toe 
steel trust, employing every means at ita command to 
credit the ironworker*. On the other hand, wie have an organisation 
ol pure and simple unionists, led and managed by men 
p aced their reliance upon direct action and sabotage Constituting 
n part of the Gompers* hierarchy, they have practiced the very method* 
that the anarchistic syndicalists have preached. 

It anything were needed to show the utter folly of suria tactics, 
the fate which haa overtaken tbe ironworkers’ organization should 
serve the purpose. The innocent have been made to suffer with the 
guilty. No fine discrimination has been shown in differentiating be¬ 
tween conspirators and dupes. 

At the very time that the conspirators were plotting the dynnmit- 
ing of bridges aad dredges end buildings, there set nt their council— 
as their genercl secretary—an agent of their enemies. In their 
landed security, in their supposed strength, their every move wts 
known. They were spared only that they might be led into greater

pairts of ths country- Many member# 
deserted the St-clJUiot perty and went 
over to what they considered the 
more revolutionary movement- They 
formed ••Educational and Defense” 
societies, bought guns and drilled 
themselves for warfare. They de¬ 
clared against political action and ad¬ 
vocated "the destruction of the ex- 
ieUiiff government* by ail meana.” 
Truth, one of the newspapers of that 
day, declared: “It la beyond doubt 
that If universal suffrage had been a 
weapon capable of emancipating the 
people, our tyrants would have sup¬ 
pressed it long ag»*." The ‘'revoluUon- 
ny*’ agitation literally crushed the 
Socialist party and there were only 
sixteen delegatee who attended the 
Convention of the Socialists at Bal¬ 
timore in 1881. It was a pathetic as¬ 
sembly that roust have created some 
hilarity when it declared: "We do not 
share the felly of the men whq con¬ 
sider dynamite bomb* as tbe best 
means of agitation.” Nothing, how¬ 
ever, stayed Herr Most and his agi¬ 
tation; and he t«d the movement 
headlong to the fearful tragedy at the 
1 lay market in 1886. Another instance 
was there recorded in history of what 
utter ruin the advocate* of violence 
can bring upon the labor movement. 
All that the “revolutloary” tactics did 
was to lead a group of sincere, hot- 
hp/ded men to make statements which 
furnished a pretext for hanging some 
of hem and for imprisoning others. 
The ‘tnarebuts were hung, not for 
anything they had done, but for the 
views they held. In any case, the 
Anarchists destroyed a movement 


which, had it gone oh along the lines 
of International Socialism, would 
probably have given us by now a 
movement as powerful as that of 
Oermany. 

The history of these periods de¬ 
serves the consideration of our party 
members and 1 hope some of them at 
least will not b* content with* this 
rapid sketch, but will look up the 
history of the ChartisiMnovement of 
the International and of the early 
days of tbe Socialist movement in 
this country. Bee HIllQult's “History 
of Socialism,” pp. 390-811. We are 
today fees to faoe with a similar sit¬ 
uation and unfortunately, we ore 
called upon to meet it now. ss tbe 
Germans did when they expelled Jo¬ 
hann Most from their party. Other¬ 
wise. ’ <• may yet witness another 
period of senseless slaughter leading 
tc ferocious repression. Perhaps 
this is saying too much. There Is now, 
to be sure, one comic feature In the 
whole situation. Some of the pre¬ 
sent advocates of direct action sre, 
I fear, of the type of Feargus O'Con¬ 
nor. not of Bakounlne and Mogt. They 
advocate “fighting,” "revolutionary" 
violence, but when pressed for defini¬ 
tions, they define it as a goody-goody 
harmless thing that should offend no¬ 
body. When the International Social¬ 
ist Review began to advocate sabotage, 
Austin Lewis wrote for that Review 
an article explaining the doctrine. 
••8abctage." he say*, “la in brief the 
destruction of the property of em¬ 
ployers by employees in pursuance of 
a definite revolutionary policy."

However, after Doha, Hilltftih ^fid 
various others bitterly ccudomnisd 
that sabotage, aad after the party con¬ 
vention had adopted Its new constitu¬ 
tion, the International Socialist Re¬ 
view began to trim. When the con¬ 
stitution wont to the membership for 
referendum, the editor was much 
troubled to find some Inoffensive de¬ 
finition of sabotage that would 
frighten nobody. He didn't consult 
the pages of this own magazine. No, 
he “fortunately."—but let him speak. 
•The word Is too new for the diction¬ 
aries,” he says, "b it it fortunately 
happens that the Boston Globe, a 
leading capitalist dally, thought Its 
readers needed enlightenment on this 
word, and in Its editorial columns 
said (Feb. 88. H12): 

Nor does "satotage.” from tbe 
word meaning shoe or boot, and 
hence “giving the boot," neces¬ 
sarily include violence ): force. 

It may mean only tne preven¬ 
tion of work, without involving 
the destruction of property. If, 
for Instance, work tn a factory 
could not be resumed because a 
striker had locked the door and 
thrown away the key. that would 
be a case of “sabotage." On the

T^e stockholders expect from the 
commissions that a "reasonable” pro¬ 
fit will be allowed on all money spent 
in the business The commission 
make* rates high enough t# pay ten 
percent on the money - invested in 
labor, this tea per oent will make a 
bank aeeount grew just as much ss 
ten per cent cn money Invested in 
railroad ties. 

Tbe coarse that regulation is travel¬ 
ling la bee dicing, more hearty defined; 
and how reguSsMsa will solve tbe 
workingman's problem Is becoming as 
clsar as mud. 

“Calculate on experience.” says Mr. 
Harrison, “wbat ha* been the percent¬ 
age of the total payroll of all cloose* 
of employ*# to tb* operating revenue 
In a given year, and tbeu apply thl* 
percentage to current operating rev¬ 
enue* to fix thereby the appropriation 
for pay for employe* ” 

This clearly means a budget to be 
workod out by the rommlnlon. In 
thl* bugetVlU be an appropriation for 
labor. Tite labor oontroversey will be 
transferred to the department of stat* 
and the corporation* will be able to 
say that they are In no way responsi¬ 
ble for any difficulties, and thus a new 
problem is Introduced in the class 
struggle of labor. 

Labor may refuse tr* work, but tne 
railroad managers will plead a new 
com —go to the commissions, labor 
will be told.—If strike breakers take 
union men's places, what can the uni¬ 
ons do about It, in case the commis¬ 
sions bold that wage* ars equable and 
must stand until a new budget is mads 
upT 

If a strike bolds up the business 
of the road, delay* traffic, and other¬ 
wise Increases expense*, th# corpora¬ 
tion will not care, because the com¬ 
missions will have to allow a ten per 
cent dividend on thl* increased outlay 
by permitting rates to compensate. 

Mr. Harrison, I am of tne opinion, 
thinks he Is making a mighty shrewd 
play to draw public sympathy away 
from organized labor. Once the mat¬ 
ter of regulation is the states affair, 
the corporations will then publish Ilt- 
erafure taunting the citlsens with th* 
parca:*pi fhat the more wages and th# 
more expenses and the more strikes, 
of course, the higher will be the rate* 
for freight and for passenger tick eta 
and th# stockholders will coin money 
upon tbe commission's troubles. 

I am also of the opinion that th* 
Islve movement will carry some 
scheme as this into use. Then 
WEfOmieslona in every state will be 
palled to look into the cost of !tv- 
vag. living Standard*, human end or- 
none, ejc.. and bring the facta ss 
never hifptik. into public notice.
